EXCELLENT CROPS are bringing west Texas 
farmers an invasion by grasshoppers, jack- 
rabbits and even rats. 

In Runnels County, rats multiplied at 
astonishing rate in fields where a huge 
small-grain crop was recently harvested. 
Farmers gave up hope of killing them out. 
They hoped, at best, with warfarin and 
other poisons, to keep them fought away 
from barns and houses. 

With jackrabbits riddling peanuts and 
cotton, San Saba County farmers called in 
a federal agent to set up a poisoning 
progran. 

In Tom Green County, farmer Virgil 
Sanders recommended dipping young maize 
heads in a strychnine-water solution, 
then sticking them up between two rows 
of cotton or feed for rabbit control. The 
bait is more obvious to the rabbit. It is 
also easier for the farmer to find and 
retrieve before turning in livestock. 








NEW CROP PEST for the Southwest is the 
sting nematode, already serious in the 
Southeast. It has been found in corn grow- 
ing in sandy soil in central Texas, 
causing a stunted condition of the plants. 
This pest recently has also begun attack- 
ing peanuts in the Southeast. 





IN FAR WEST TEXAS, a new farmer-rancher 
feud is shaping up. Feelings are at fever 
pitch around Pecos, Fort Stockton, Marfa 
and area, over aerial cloud seeders hired 
by irrigation farmers to break up potential 
hailstorms. Farmers claim cloud seeders 
make it rain instead of hail. 

But ranchers say what actually hap- 
pens is that the seeders only dissipate 
the clouds, cheating them of rain. They 
point out that they've been dry all sum- 
mer, while other parts of west Texas have 
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had good moisture. 

Two groups of ranchers have filed for 
injunctions and damage payments. Both 
Sides have hired widely-known attorneys. 


NEW SOYBEAN VARIETIES will soon be ready 
to fill in where present varieties leave 
off. They'll supplement the still-popular 
Lee variety. 

Hood variety looks like good shatter- 
resistant replacement for the lower-yield- 
ing Ogden; looks especially promising 
as irrigated crop for drier parts of South- 
west and for northeast Arkansas. Limited 
amount of seed will be available for '59. 

Louisiana's Bienville variety, avail- 
able for '59, looks most promising as sub- 
stitute for Ogden in south-central part 
of that state. In Louisiana tests so far, 
it has even outyielded Lee beans, but is 
less shatter-resistant. 








“MAIL-ORDER” LADYBUGS are back in the news. 
Folks in Denton County, Tex. have been 
ordering several dozen gallons of them 
this summer. They turn ‘em loose in cotton 
patches to gobble up leaf hoppers, aphids 
and bollworms. 

Cost is now $5 a gallon, and the Denton 
Countians say that the ladybugs often 
can pay for themselves--by destroying 
insects--in no time at all. 








STILL HOLDING your '58 wool? Or wonder- 
ing about holding more ewes for ‘59? 
Watch the Middle East situation, sug- 
gests Texas Extension Economist J. G. 
McHaney. If it gets more serious, wool 
prices will rise, perhaps sharply. 

Otherwise, average prices will proba- 
bly remain lower for this marketing sea- 
son than year ago (they've been averag- 
ing from 1/5 to 1/3 lower). And that's not 
too encouraging for '59.

He breeders have known for a long time that 
crossbreeding can be a way to get larger 
litters, faster-gaining pigs and even better hog 
carcasses. But they've also known that it’s not a 
sure thing—some crossbreds do better than their 
parents, some don't. The trick is in knowing how 
to use crossbreeding—plus shrewd selection of 
individuals for breeding stock—to speed up the 
job of improving the herd 

Texan Sam Rabb, Llano County, breeds both 
purebreds—mostly for sale as “club” pi and 
crossbreds—for fattening out on his own place. He 


usually keeps no more than a dozen sows, but he 


scouts the country for top-gaining, top-quality 
boars for each step in his rotational crossbreeding 
program. This is how it works 

@ He starts with carefully-selected, meaty 
Duroc sows, bred to a certified (or, at least, ar 
exceptionally meaty, good-gaining and efficient- 
feeding) Poland China boar. This Duroc-Poland 
mating is continued as long as the sows’ peak 
productivity lasts 

@ The best gilts from these Duroc-Poland 
matings are kept back for breeding to a bred 
Landrace or Tamworth boar. This boar is ‘ 
fully selected as the Poland boar was. Whether 
Landrace or Tamworth boar is used depends o1 
where Rabb can locate the kind of boar he wants 
he’s looking for quality, not for breed 

@ After these Duroc-Poland sows have pro- 
duced several litters, they're replaced with some 
of their best female offspring. These Duroc- 


Poland-Landrace (or Tamworth) gilts are bred 
to a choice purebred Hampshire boar. Then gilts 


from their litters are used to start the cycle ove 


again, being bred back to a Poland boa 

Besides getting increased hybrid vigor with each 
new stage in the crossbreeding rotation, Rabb 
finds that he’s getting some good breed-quality 
“extras” from each breed that no one breed fur- 
nishes by itself. 

In Oklahoma, breeder Tenys Parr, Garvin 
County, figures it about the same way. He first 
develops his own line-bred (purebred) Duroc gilts 
for the foundation herd, all selected for size, length 
and inherited milking ability. He breeds them to a 
line-bred Berkshire boar he has produced and 
selected for efficient feed conversion and apparent 
meaty quality. 

The best Berkshire-Duroc gilts from this first 
cross are then bred to a certified Hampshire boa: 
These two-way-cross pigs, Parr concludes, have 
the desired dressing percentage from their Berk- 
shire parentage, milking characteristics and prolifi- 
cacy of the Durocs and uniform color and grazing 
ability of the Hampshires. The pigs are all-black 
or Hampshire-marked, so nobody can object that 
they look like mongrels or aren't uniform enough 
in a load.

OT ON HYBRIDS! 


At Arkansas Agricultural Experiment Station, 
livestock researcher Paul Noland has been finding 
out just how crossbreeding can be used to produce 
the best kind of hogs. Knowing that some cross- 
breds do well and some don't, he has started with 
individuals from selected inbred lines of each 
breed. 

The lines are ones known to have superior quali- 
ties for their breed, and are from well-established 
sources. That’s so any breeder who likes the re- 
sults of one of the matings Noland uses can go to 


pigs out of these gilts and the Hampshire Line 5 
boar did next best, but the Minnesota No. 1 boar 
did about as well. Pigs from all three of these 
crosses rated only fair in carcass length and back- 
fat thickness, however. (Not all crosses were car- 
ried through several generations.) 

@ Some disadvantages naturally show up in 
some multiple-breed crosses. For example, gilts of 
this second generation, out of the Minnesota No. 1 
boar and Duroc-Poland sows, were poorer mothers

Noland points out, however, that there are still 
a lot of differences between individuals within 
these lines. Two boars from Oklahoma State Uni- 
versity’s Line 3 Durocs would perform very simi- 
larly, for example, but pigs from one boar might 
still do much better than pigs from the other. 
Individual selection still makes about as much dif- 
ference as line selection. 

The Arkansas experiments were begun with 
sows from the station’s own Uark Poland China 
line—a highly inbred line. Boars used were Belts- 
ville No. 1, Duroc Line 3 and Hampshire Line 5 
from Oklahoma State University; Minnesota No. 
2, from the University of Minnesota; and Landrace. 
Each boar was bred to several sows, to get from 
three to six litters of each crossbreed mating 


second stage in the rotational crossbreeding pro- 
gram. Boars used were Minnesota No. 1, Yorkshire, 
Beltsville No. 1, Hampshire Line 5 and Duroc 
Line 3 

Gilts from this cross were bred to boars of an- 
other breed (or line), and so on, through six gen- 
erations. Pigs of the sixth generation had six or 
seven different breeds or lines in their ancestry. 


Some of the things Noland has found out so far: 


@ Some of the best crossbreds have reached 
200-pound weights in 123 days—at just over 4 
months of age! 

@ Crossbreds out of a Beltsville No. 1 sire have 
been among the top litters by all measures 

@ Among the first-generation (two-breed) 
crosses, Duroc-Polands ranked highest when 
everything was considered: their own gaining 
ability, the mothering ability of the gilts kept for 
the next cross and the growthiness of the pigs 
produced by these Duroc-Poland gilts 

@ In the next’ generation § (three-breed) 
crosses, pigs out of the Duroc-Poland gilts and a 
Beltsville No. 1 boar ranked best in gaining ability 
and carcass value. And, everything considered, 


that is high in prolificacy, etc.

AMERICAN cotton arrives at the mill in the dirtiest, 
most disreputable condition of any commodity known to 
man.” 

That’s the way Robert W. Smith, Lowenstein Cotton 
and Storage Corp., of Anderson, S. C. describes it. “To 
grow good cotton is only half the battle,” he adds. “Three 
campaigns remain—harvesting, ginning and handling.” 

What's it to him? He’s in the business of trying to sell 
your cotton to mills—in competition with synthetics. 

What's it to you, as a cotton grower? Two things: The 
way your cotton bale is harvested and ginned, of course, 
makes quite a few dollars difference in the prices you get 
for it now. That’s immediate and direct 


And the way your cotton crop and your neighbors’ get 
to the textile mills—in this country and overseas—can 
make several million acres difference in the national cot- 
ton allotment in the years ahead. 

You can’t blame textile manufacturers for wondering: 
“Why should we buy ‘dirty, disreputable’ cotton, with its 
uncertain quality, when we can convert to uniform, clean 
synthetics?” and “We know we can get as much of the 
synthetic fiber as we need, when we need it. Why gamble 
on whims of Congress and the Department of Agriculture 
for an uncertain supply of cotton?” 


It’s not as bad as that makes it sound. Cotton is holding 
its own fairly well. But listen to Mississippian W. G. 
McCabe, Jr., representative of one of the largest textile 
manufacturers in the country: 

“Textiles cannot wait on cotton legislation! . We 
like cotton and many of our customers prefer it, but we 
cannot continue with it on its present basis.” 

As McCabe sees it, what cotton needs most is sensible, 
stable legislation. As Smith sees it, what cotton needs 
most is quality. They're both needed to hold on to cotton’s 


problem, too! 


markets. They’re both your problems, as a cotton growé 
They're both problems you can do something about. 


As a gin customer—especially if you're a stockholder 
you can do yourself a lot of good, right now and in the 
long run, by making these problems your problems: 


@ Cotton often arrives at the mill with most of the 
bagging cut away, or most of the ties gone, Smith points 
out. Some of that’s the gin’s fault. Or it has been left 
standing outside too long, so there’s an inch or more stain 
penetrated into the bale. The result: waste at the mill, 
and either lower commercial market prices for raw cotton, 
or another mill that turns to synthetics. 


@ Too much cotton reaches the mills with “neps”— 
broken or immature fiber. Sometimes that’s caused by 
poor handling at the gin, sometimes by growers harvest- 
ing too many immature bolls. The result: the same. 


@ Gin customers who demand that their cotton be 
ginned first-come, first-served, do nobody much good. 
If ginners could gin all the loads of cotton of one kind 
(grade, staple, etc.) at a time, they could do a better job 
of ginning all the bales—and help prevent “neps,” “ends 
down,” stains and the quality losses they can’t avoid when 
they must gin all cotton alike. 


@ Given a chance, well-equipped gins can clean out 
most of the foreign matter that mechanical harvesting gets 
into the load of cotton. But they can’t take out ground-in 
trash (from tramping), or grass (from failure to control 
late-season weeds and grass), or immature cotton (from 
too-early defoliation), or do as good a job with cotton 
harvested damp as with dry cotton. Those are your jobs. 
They mean a difference of $7 a bale or more in the mar- 
ket value of your cotton. Is it worth the difference?

COTTONCAST. 
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NO MATTER what happens or has happened 
in the way of cotton legislation in this 
session of Congress, it is destined to be a 
political football in the 1960 election, 
with the Democrats seeking to buy their 
way back to the White House by promises. 

This became evident when the Democrat- 
ic policy makers engaged in delaying 
tactics to prevent the farm bill coming 
before the Congress in 1958. 





MUCH OF THE cotton crop is even later 
than it was last year at this time. Farmers 
are skeptical now of the potential of a 
lush, luxuriant plant which is strong in 
promise, but short in fruit. Crop estimates 
are apt to be on the conservative side for 
that reason. 











DON’T WASTE POISON! Poisoning programs for 
weevils and other insects should be 
carried out on regular schedules when 
needed. Many, many farmers who carried out 
no poison programs last year have poisoned 
without rhyme or reason this season. It 

is almost as expensive to spend money need- 
lessly for poison as it is to spend nothing 
and let the weevil take the crop. Poison 
only when necessary and in the recommended 
quantities and by the recommended methods. 














WHAT IS A WORLD competitive price for 
cotton? Mexican cottons are selling more 
than four cents a pound under the export 
price of American cotton. Largely because 
the growers have no price support program 
and have to sell to pay their obligations. 
The situation is complicated. The U.S. 
has a 6% cent export subsidy. To meet the 
Mexican price it must make the subsidy 
10 or 11 cents. Or it can hold its price 
at the present level and wait until all 
the other cotton is sold and then the buyer 
must pay the American price. The Mexicans 
seem to be doing all right by growing as 
much as they please and selling for what 
they can get. 








THE DEPARTMENT of Agriculture struck a 
blow at the idea that farmers can make 

a@ profit by having their lint cleaned at 
the gins. A study of ginning in California 
developed that in most cases the farmer

lost money. The loss of weight from clean- 
ing the lint more than offset the gain in 
grade more times than it didn't. 

Even when a profit was shown, it was 
small. The farmer still has to be con- 
vinced that there is more money in a heavy 
low-grade bale than in a slightly lighter, 
higher grade bale. Only in controlled 
weight tests does he know the weight of the 
trash eliminated to improve the grade. 














THERE MAY BE a new evaluation of cotton, 
a new basis for selling besides the present 
grade and staple standards. The 1957 low 
grade crop taught the mills that trashy 
cotton of good character spins just as 
well, just as economically as the more 
expensive, less trashy cotton. 

Look for the demand to be for the lower 
grades, where the > quality is good. ——_—. 
quality in this case is meant a good micro- 
naire reading, uniformity, maturity and 
strength. This year the discounts for the 
low grades may not be as great and the pre- 
miums for the higher grades not quite so 
high. If character is to be the major 
basis for buying, farmers can benefit by 
more careful preparation for the gin.

THE BASIS FOR A great number of claims by 
mills against shippers is proving to be the 
introduction of foreign matter in the 
cotton. A bandanna hankerchief, sucked into 
the gin is torn to shreds. The shreds are 
further distributed by the mill's cleaning 
and mixing processes. Then the colored 
fibers show up in yards and yards of fin- 
ished materials. Rags used to wipe bear- 
ings are especially obnoxious. 

Such things in cotton sometimes are 
the ginner's fault. More often they are the 
result of carelessness on the part of the 
picker, lack of watchfulness on the part 
of those supervising the emptying of pick 
sacks. Or it may result from trash in the 
wagon bed. Farmers can help reduce this 
loss by exercising a maximum of care.

Stubble Mulching: 
Too Much Trouble?

 - trouble with stubble mulching, say some wheat 
farmers, is that “it’s too much trouble.” 

This year, with such heavy straw, it was sure enough 
trouble. Worse yet, in a lot of the Southern Plains wheat 
belt, stubble-mulching hurts grain yields. It’s worth 
something as protection against blowing winds and to 
hold on to scarce soil moisture, but can you afford it? 

In the drier parts of the wheat country, it’s easier. 
Summer weeds in the stubble aren’t much of a problem. 
But where it takes a lot of working all summer to keep 
lown weeds, keeping the straw on top of the ground 
an be a pain. 


At Oklahoma's Wheatland Experiment Station, near 
Cherokee, they’re finding ways to make “trash” farming 
for wheat stubble more practical. Some of the things 
they're learning from the experiments at the station: 


@ A “shot” of nitrogen at sowing time wil! make 
stubble-mulched wheat yield at least as well as clean- 
tilled wheat. (The same idea would work with other 
small grains, too.) Stubble-mulched straw, in and on 
the surface soil, begins to decompose in late fall and 
vinter, “tying up” bacteria. 

In clean-tilled ground, these bacteria are free to make 
plenty of nitrogen available to the growing wheat. In 
stubble-mulched ground, there’s not enough nitrogen 
there for the wheat to use—unless you furnish enough 
nitrogen in commercial fertilizer. 


The early nitrogen also gives the wheat a kick to get

it growing faster in the fall—and help it 
hold the ground against blowing. 

@ “Winter grass”—cheat—is one of the 
biggest problems with stubble-mulched 
wheat at the Wheatland station. It’s worse 
when the stubble mulching is done by 
deep-sweeping—undercutting the stubble 
several inches below the surface and 
leaving the surface almost undisturbed. 
But it’s even a problem when the stubble 
is summer fallowed by ordinary chiseling. 


Most practical solution to the problem may be a new 
implement being tried at the station. It’s a Hume “Stub- 
ble Mulcher” plow, especially made for this kind of job 
Cutting with wide sweeps, just below the surface, it has 
done a good job of killing both warm-weather and cool- 
weather vegetation (in early fall) and leaving the stubble 
on and just below the surface. 

At the Southwestern Great Plains Field Station, near 
Amarillo, Tex. researcher A. F. Wiese is showing how 
chemicals can be used instead of cultivation for 10-month 
winter fallowing of wheat and for grain sorghum (see 
photos). He has used 2,4-D and dalapon, sprayed onto 
the stubble, to keep weeds killed and eliminate all culti- 
vation except planting. Object is to cut down on evapora- 
tion loss. 

So far, moisture evaporation hasn’t been less with the 
chemical fallowing than with ordinary cultivation: disk- 
ing or subsurface tillage. And the chemicals haven't done 
too good a job of keeping down grass. 

The chemical fallowing does cost more than ordinary 
disking or subsurface tillage. But it could cut the number 
of tillage operations between harvest and re-planting to 
one or two. And it’s frequent tillage, in most dry-coun- 
try soils, that leads to soil blowing as the mulch disap- 
pears. It’s an idea that looks promising for keeping the 
straw where you want it, cutting down on the soil 
pulverizing that helps bring on wind erosion and keeping 
down weeds that even frequent tillage won't get.

than their dams and lower in carcass 
value. 

In the third generation (four- 
breed) crosses, the Landrace boar 
mated to Minnesota No. 1-Duroc- 
Poland females produced the fastest- 
growing pigs, with satisfactory car- 
casses for length and backfat. But 
their carcasses didn’t rate so well 
in yield or primal cuts. 


Use a Fourth Breed 


@ Continuing to spread the cycle, 
by bringing in a fourth breed for 
this generation, got better results 
than returning to a breed already 
used. Using a Poland China boar on 
these Minnesota No. 1-Duroc-Poland 
gilts produced pigs that weren't as 
good-gaining as when a boar of an 
altogether different breed was used, 
but did rate higher in carcass quality 

@ Generally, there was some im- 
provement each time a new breed 
was brought into the cross—espe- 
cially when the boar of the new 
breed was strong in some quality 
that wasn’t very strong in the fe- 
males. This held true even up into 
six-breed and seven-breed crosses. 
So, Noland is now introducing a 
different breed—Spotted Poland 
China—into the crossbreeding pro- 
gram to try to extend the benefits of 
hybridization still further. 

How much advantage can you ex- 
pect, year after year, from a well- 
planned crossbreeding program? Ex- 
pert swine breeders point out that 
crossbreeding is only one way to 
improve hogs, and that you can get 
“hybrid vigor” even by “crossing” 
between unrelated lines of the same 


breed. 
Average Advantages 


But the records of several thou- 
sand crossbred and purebred litters 
at the regional swine breeding lab- 
oratory at Ames, Iowa, show these 
average advantages for the cross- 
breeds: 

Number of pigs weaned per litter 
7.2 (Average for the purebreds: 5.9 
pigs weaned per litter). 

Total average advantage of cross- 
bred litters over purebreds (con- 
sidering litter size, rate of gain, 
etc.): approximately 25%!

WHEN 


‘HOPPERS COME by the millions, like this 
summer, it's a different story. But ever notice 
how, most years, you can measure the condi- 
tion of rangeland by how thick the grasshoppers 
are?

Texas stocker calves and lambs as result of 
good range condition.

MENTAL hygiene is acting and 
thinking in such a way that you | 
achieve for yourself and others 
healthful attitudes and feelings.

Saving shirts, faces .. . and parity 


At the Friday mid-night session where the Senate farm 
bill finally passed, Senator Herman Talmadge (D-Ga.) 
led a final two-hour debate with a “surrender speech” in 
which he pledged support from Southern senators only to 
salvage something for the cotton farmer ... but he served 
fair warning that elections of the next two years will pro- 
duce “a more favorable climate in the White House,” after 
which farm laws will be rewritten. He again pointed to 
direct payments as the ultimate solution, and was praised 
from the floor for a “magnificent presentation.” 


y the excitement of troop landings, Summit Talk talk, 

and an estimated $3 billion jump in the national debt 
not to mention an easy $10 billion loss next year by an 

Administration that promised to balance the budget 

you could almost miss the dramatic action taking place 

on the farm scene here. And that’s a shame, because it 

was a humdinger of’a play. 

At the end, the Senate “saved” the parity concept, or 
60% of it. However, there’s some question about what 
that’s worth. 

If a pound of cotton would buy a gallon of gasoline 
in 1910 should a pound of cotton buy a gallon of 
gas in 1958? If 10 pounds of the white lint bought a 
pair of overalls 45 years ago . . . must you be able to buy 
a pair with 10 pounds now in order to make a living, 
according to that rule—you'd be producing twice 
as many pairs of britches per acre? 


even if 


Well, that is what parity is all about. Some say it is 
important. Some say it isn’t. But it has been used as a 
measure of fairness to farmers since it was first intro- 
duced in 1933 farm legislation. The first base period was 
1909-1914. Having been used for 25 years, it certainly 
figured mightily as a straw to grasp for in final debate 
on the Senate farm bill. 

Many have claimed that 100% of parity is the only fain 
guarantee to farmers. Others settled for 90%. And then 
there was Benson... 


Played ‘em like a flute 


Remember the man they counted out at the start of 
this session of Congress? Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
was so nearly gone that folks were placing bets on 
whether he would resign or be fired—and which day 
FarRM AND Ranc# told you then not to count him out 
We tell you now that he’s the one who scored the knock- 
out. 

I haven't been around here as long as some of the 
concrete farmers—nor do I have as many “consultants” 
—but I'll wager the way Benson handled this farm 
legislation was as slick a bit of political maneuvering as 
has ever been seen. At any rate it was slick enough that 
in the end he had senators calling to see if he would 
accept as a compromise the very proposals he made six

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months before. And six months ago 
he was ridiculed to high Heaven by 
the men who thought they won a 
victory when the “compromise” was 
accepted. 

That gets us back to parity. In 
January the Secretary said he would 
like to have price supports flexible 
from 60 to 90% of parity. He was 
asked to resign on the grounds of 
stupidity—and Congress added an- 
other insult by passing a bill giving 
him nothing he asked for. Benson 
had the bill vetoed and warned that 
the same would happen if they came 
back with another “monster.” 

About then the Farm Bureau 
showed up with its “90%. of the 
average market price” support plan. 
At the same time, it began to dawn 
on cotton and rice state representa- 
tives that acreages of these crops 
would be cut unless a law was 
passed to stop it. Benson (with per- 
fect timing) agreed to compromise 
for the Farm Bureau approach. So 
the powerful F.B. lobby went to 
work for him. 


Divide and conquer? 


As the bill was written (see Au- 
gust Washington Wire) it called for 
Farm Bureau type price supports for 
cotton, rice and feed grains—with a 
two-year adjustment period for cot- 
ton and rice, and additional acreage, 
plus price floors set in dollars and 
cents. It wasn’t a bill the committee 
wanted, but one they thought would 
avoid a veto. 

First thing they knew, the 90%- 
of-parity boys—Humphrey, Syming- 
ton, Proxmire, Inc.—looked around 
and saw something coming that 
looked worse to them than the Sec- 
retary’s first recommendation. And 
their “left wing” amendments for 
dairy and feed grain programs were 
defeated—first in committee, then 
on the floor. That’s when they sent 
a “feeler” to find out if Benson 
would accept 60° of parity as an 
alternate floor for prices. It was what 
he had asked for in January; reluc- 
tantly, he agreed. 

The House may not pass the bill 
(you may know how they acted by 
the time you read this). The Senate 
passed it handily after adding on an 
extension of the Wool Act. Chair- 
man of the House Agriculture com- 
mittee (Cooley-N.C.) first declared 
he would let it die. But the heat 
from home is scorching the mem- 
bers’ backs—and they are eyeing the 
bill for a face-saver that’s needed 
badly, since the House refused to 
consider their liberal package. 

But whether they get aboard or 
not .. . chalk up another round for 
Mr. Benson. 
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Looks like you'll get at least a 
fleeting chance to see if he is right. 
He was accused of using “divide and 
conquer” tactics from the start. But 
the final “division” in the Senate 
vote for passage was 62 to 11. 


How Come? Department 
All 11 of the votes against the 


farm bill at show-down time in the | 


Senate were cast by Democrats. 
None were from the South, only 
two were from the East. 

A question some Southerners may 
want answered later on is . . . why 
did the man almost shooed into 
nomination for Vice President by 
the South in the last Democratic 
Convention cast one of the nay 
votes? 

Senator John Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts did just that—after saying 
in a statement released from his 
office just a week before that he 
would vote for the bill, because “ 
the cotton program offered by the 
farm bill is of vital concern to the 
textile mills of Massachusetts, as 
well as to cotton farmers.” (He said 
in the same statement that he thinks 
direct payments to farmers is a 
better answer.) 

Is it possible that the young Sena- 
tor with a wistful eye on Ike’s mem- 
bership at Burning Tree Golf Club 
could be talking out of both sides 
of his mouth? Was he trying to get 
on the record both ways so he 
couldn’t miss? Or did somebody out 
midwest of Washington inform him 
that he had changed his mind during 
that week of hot debate? 


TB Cattle 
from Canada 


A tuberculosis infected herd of 165 
beef cattle brought to Virginia re- 
cently and then partially dispersed 
to nine other Southern states is 
causing farmers plenty of trouble 
and making state departments of 
agriculture take another look at en- 
try laws. 

USDA requirement, as expressed 
to Farm anp Rancu, is that cattle 
crossing the border be certified 
as TB-tested within 30 days prior 
to shipment if they are not from an 
accredited herd. To be accredited 
a herd must have been tested with- 
in one year. But there is no test 
made at the border. 

Virginia is restating a regulation 
to require all imported cattle to be 
TB-tested before they are mixed 
with native cattle. Other states may 
need to make this requirement as 
well.

It took 3442 hours of 
labor for hogs on concrete—41 hours 
for the shoats on pasture.

Limited feeding? No! 


JUST about any way you look at it, 
limited feeding is not the best way 
to fatten out hogs, judging from 
tests just completed by Arkansas 
Experiment Station. Researcher K. 
W. Scott compared drylot feeding 
(full-feeding) hogs at the station 
with self-feeding on oats pasture 
and with self-feeding on Balboa rye 
pasture. 
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It took less feed (447 pounds) to 
put 100 pounds of pork on the dry- 
lot-fed hogs than for the hogs self- 
fed on oats pasture (they used 444 
pounds of feed per 100 pounds of 
pork) or for the hogs self-fed on 
rye pasture (it took them 454 pounds 
of feed, not including pasture, to 
put on 100 pounds of pork). 


Trying it another way, Scott full- 
fed one group of fattening hogs on 
pasture and limited-fed two other 
groups on the same kind of pasture. 
One of these groups was fed at 90% 
of full feed and another group at 


b 
75%. 


The full-fed hogs gained fastest, 
as expected. But they also did it 
on much less feed (395 pounds) per 
100 pounds of gain than did the 
90%-fed hogs (437 pounds per 100 
pounds of gain) or the 75%-fed 
hogs (436 pounds of feed per 100 
pounds of gain). Since it’s feed— 
not length of time it takes to put on 
the gain—that costs money, the full 
feeding looks most profitable. 





Price Outlook 
for beef cattle 


THE price outlook for beef cattle 
through this year is still rosy, con- 
cludes the Western Livestock Mar- 
keting Research Committee, of 
USDA and experiment station spe- 
cialists. Replacement cattle are ex- 
pected to continue in strong demand 
this fall, meaning good prices for 
stockers and feeders. That's in spite 
of a prediction that more cattle will 
be coming off grass (and going to 
market) early this fall than a year 
ago. Other predictions by the com- 
mittee: 


@ Seasonal price declines for re- 
placement cattle will be smaller than 
usual. 


@ The normal seasonal break in 
prices of slaughter steers and heif- 
ers this fall is still expected. 


® Competition from pork will be 
lighter than expected, but there'll 
be heavier competition from broilers. 


@® Number of cattle on farms at 
the end of the year is almost cer- 
tain to be larger than it was a year 
ago. This increase doesn’t mean 
that cattle prices will drop next 
year, however. Consumer demand 
for beef seems to be rising fast 
enough to help stabilize cattle 
prices.

for hens? 


BIG NEWS in poultry management research last year 
was Alabama Experiment Station’s report on a “stag- 
gered” lighting system. With a windowless house, the 
station’s poultry researcher, Dr. Dale King, was able te 
control light and dark just the way he wanted to. The 
way it works 


@ Raise the pullets in the windowless house, giving 
them only six hours of light each day (by using only 


artificial light) 


@ When they begin to lay, set electric timer to increase 
the amount of light per day by 18 minutes more than it 


was the week before. Keep on until the biddies are get- 
ting 24 hours of light a day—no lights-out at all. (King 
experimented only with 2142 hours a day, but thinks it 
can be increased all the way.) As the amount of light per 
day increases, the pullets think it’s spring and keep lay- 
ing faster. 

@ Evaporative coolers cool and ventilate the house 
continuously. 

King compared the birds with hens in an ordinary 
house, without controlled lighting, but with supplemental 
lights to give them 14 hours of light per day, throughout 
the laying period.

@ It took less feed for the con- 
trolled-lighting birds to produce a 
dozen eggs.

The result: More eggs per hen 
during her first year, at a lower 
cost-per-dozen for feed.

AT Arkansas Experiment Station 
they’re finding out how to make 
cropland—even high-value cropland 
—pay off better and more dependa- 
bly than cash crops. They’re doing it 
by pasture-finishing lambs—several 
crops of °em a year. 

Agronomist A. E. Spooner has 
added up the income from Western 
crossbred lambs, bought at 50 to 60 
pound weights and sold at an aver- 
age weight of 90 to 100 pounds after 
about 60 days of grazing on tem- 
porary pasture. 


Gains have been as much as 296 
pounds per acre of small grain or 
small grain-legume pasture. At this 
year’s prices, that was a gain of as 
much as $84 worth of mutton per 
acre from two months grazing! 

And the same crop was used for 
both fall and spring grazing—for 
two groups of lambs—making the 
best gains figure out to about $130 
(gross) worth of mutton per acre 
from one small grain-clover crop! 
Cost of seed and fertilizer has been 
about $15 an acre. Cost of labor, fuel 
and equipment would be added to 
that. 

The small grain or small grain- 
clover mixture is sowed early, to 
give as much fall grazing as possi- 
ble. Fall (and winter) grazing period 
is from about November 1 to Christ- 
mas. 

Feeder lambs bought for the fall 
grazing period are ready to sell as 
top slaughter lambs on the peak 
Christmas-New Year market. Then 
a second group of 60-pound feeder 
lambs is bought in early spring and 
carried in dry lot until spring graz- 
ing is ready. (The experiments were 
carried out in northern Arkansas, 
where winter grazing from small 
grain pasture is limited.) 


The spring group of lambs is 
carried on the same small grain 
pasture for about two months, an 
planned to be ready to sell as top 
slaughter lambs on the high Easter 
market. If the lambs are taken off 
early enough, the small grain will 
still make a good grain crop. Or, if 
pastured into May, it can be plowed 
up and re-sowed in temporary pas- 
ture for a summer crop of pasture- 
fattened lambs. 


Among the different small grain 
and small grain-clover combinations 
Spooner has tried so far, none has 
been any better for such grazing 
than wheat by itself or oats by it- 
self.

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nished more spring grazing, but daily 
gains—for both fall and spring graz- 
ing—have been better with oats than 
with any combination. And wheat 
has produced the most pounds (of 
mutton) per acre of grazing for the 
two groups of lambs. Spooner hasn't 
yet tried a mixture of oats and 
wheat; he believes it will be still 
better than either alone. 

Spooner has sowed the oats at the 
rate of 3 bushels per acre; wheat 
at the rate of 142 bushels per acre. 
All the pastures got 300 pounds of 
10-20-10 fertilizer at seeding time, 
plus 60 pounds of nitrogen as top- 
dressing in early March 


Is pasture fattening for lambs the 
best way to do it in the Deep South, 
too? Louisiana Experiment Station 
has tried both winter fattening on 
pasture and drylot fattening for 
lambs, to see which does pay off 
best. On winter grazing alone, re- 
searchers John C. Carpenter, Jr., 
and Paul B. Brown have found that 
average profit—using land that was 
temporarily “idle” anyway- 
about $6 per lamb. The unusually 
tough grazing conditions of last win- 
ter, in northeast Louisiana (Delta 
area) brought down the average 
profit. The year before, it was much 
higher. 

For the northeast Louisiana ex- 
periments, feeder lambs were bought 
at an average of about 60 pounds, in 
the late summer or early fall. They 
were pastured on Johnson grass 
until mid-fall, then run in corn fields 
(Louisianans call them  “cuts”) 
which were then plowed up and 
sowed, late, to small grain.

Until the small grain was ready 
to pasture (in December or Janu- 
ary) the lambs then had to be dry- 
lot-fed. Then, for the experiment, 
the put group of 
lambs on the winter grazing with no 
grain. Another group got the graz- 
ing plus 2 pounds of shelled corn 
daily per lamb. A third group 
stayed in drylot and got 4 pounds 
per lamb daily of a ration of alfalfa 
hay, ground shelled corn and cot- 
tonseed meal. 

The drylot-fed 
slightly less than .3 pound a day and 
lost 91 cents per lamb.

HIS season, as for many seasons, there are several ways by

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Straight Talk 


HAT a wonderful thing it’d be for the nation if 

every citizen could get to “know” Washington. 
Like the lady said about Tom Dewey, “You have to 
really know him to dislike him.” I have recently had 
the nauseating privilege of again visiting the Congress, 
some members of the House Agriculture Committee, a 
senator, and assorted bureaucrats. Last month’s tape- 
recorded interview, “Direct Payment Idea Dead? Don’t 
You Believe It,” was one reason for the visit. First call 
was on Georgia's first-termer, Herman Talmadge. I 
opened the conversation diplomatically with, “Senator, 
I'm surprised and disappointed in you. I have looked on 
you as a leading advocate of States Rights, Constitutional 
government, conservatism—why are you sponsoring this 
disguised ‘Brannan Plan’ of yours?” 

In his Claghorn voice he boomed, “Tom, I read your 
editorials. You and I agree on practically everything. 
There is just one big difference in us: I'm a realist and 
you're an idealist. It took me just 18 months to find 
I couldn’t beat ‘em, so I had to join ‘em. No use in 
being a Don Quixote. You know he never got anywhere 
fighting windmills.” 

“In other words, you're going to sit here and see the 
country slip headlong into Socialism and not do anything 
about it? You're just going to relax and enjoy it and get 
re-elected?” 


Complete Socialism in 25 Years 


“Tom, people I talk with here believe that the United 
States will be 100% socialistic in 10 to 25 years. It can’t 
be stopped.” 

I answered a bit sadly: “Yeah, Khrushchev says that 
same thing, and that they’ll bury us. What better way 
to die, now or 25 years from now, than fighting for free- 
dom?” 

The next interview was with Congressman “Took” 
Gathings of Arkansas, fair-haired boy of the East- 
Arkansas planter set. Mr. Gathings blew his top at 
some questions I asked, and said he wished he hadn't 
granted the interview. So do IL. 

More talkative and miltownish was Mississippi’s Con- 
gressman Jamie Whitten, who seems to share Senator 
Talmadge’s feelings. Whitten said, “I’ve been fighting 
this thing (Socialism) 12 years. It’s hopeless.” Congress- 
man Whitten’s “answer” to the farm problem is to let the 
middleman—the processor and seller—pay the price sup- 
ports instead of the government. Whitten contends the 
middleman makes too much and could pay the farmer 
higher prices without increasing retail prices of food and 
fiber. He believes that “buyer resistance” would prevent 
further price increases. I predicted that we’d both live 
to see a 50 cent loaf of bread. It’s hard to “resist” neces- 
sities. Whitten asked, “Why jump on agriculture? Every- 
body is subsidized.” He suggested that Sec. Benson should 
be rotated among departments of the government. Benson 
reminds him of the depression-time custom of the North 
Mississippi farm community in which he grew up. Times 
were so tough the community was unable to afford a 
preacher. “In view of the ability of some of our visiting 
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preachers to eat, frequently during revivals different 
families in the community would keep the visiting 
preachers for a day and night, after which some other 
family would take on this expense. The President should 
pass Mr. Benson around. Unless the Labor or Commerce 
or some other Department gets Elder Benson for a time, 
he is going to eat the farmers out of house and home,” 
according to the Mississippi Democrat. 

I agree with Congressman Whitten—I'd like to see 
Benson passed around. I'd like to see him President. 

Next statesman I rallied ‘round the flag with was 
Congressman Harold Cooley of North Carolina, Chairman 
of the House Agriculture Committee, a 12-cent politician 
(He was a two-bit politician when we had a 100- 
cent dollar). Chairman Cooley’s heart bleeds so pro- 
fusely for North Carolina farmers that he has to get 
periodic transfusions from the union labor leaders he 
plays footsie with. (Swap-out support for $1.25 minimum 
wage in return for 90% parity.) Cooley pontificated, 
“The Brannan Plan was just too complicated, tried to 
cover too many commodities . . . Anybody who believes 
agriculture can ever be free from controls and subsidies 
is stupid. If we had the kind of farm program you favor, 
I'd sell my farm tomorrow.” 

“Why don’t you?” I answered. “Why should the tax- 
payers have to pay you twice?” 

“But what about those poor people Congressman 
Cooley gives employment to on his farm?” butted-in one 
of the Congressman’s secretaries. 

“If land prices,” I replied, “hadn't been forced up by 
absentee, tax-reduction, inflation-hedging, soil-banking 
business and professional men, maybe those poor people 
the Congressman hires could afford to own their own 
farms.” Thus the interview with the advocate of uncom- 
plicated socialistic programs ended. 

Next thrill was seeing Texas’ Congressman Bob 
Poague. Nothing of any value came out of fencing with 
this particular windmill, who uses economic laws and 
statistics like a drunk uses a lamp-post: for support 
instead of illumination. 


Get the Government Out 


A two-price plan—Talmadge’s, Whitten’s, Cooley’s, or 
anybody else’s—will waste more billions of dollars, 
produce more surpluses, more Socialism. Under the pres- 
ent foreign dumping program, as surplus goes down, 
price supports go up, thus rebuilding surpluses. 

Price supports and controls have dried up markets, 
caused overproduction and surpluses and lowered farm 
income by $2 billion a year, say USDA economists 

Dr. Herrell De Graff, noted Cornell Agricultural Econ- 
omist, says: “Over the past 35 years, during which so- 
called surpluses have been almost chronic, a modest 2% 
increase in livestock could have eaten up all of the 
surpluses. This would have happened had agriculture 
been free.” 

Government control will work only in Heaven where 
they don’t need it or in hell where they already have it. 
Let’s get the government out! Let’s set the farmer free! 
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
